The following article, if true, is important enough to require 
a confpicuous place in a news-papee: Eng. Chron. 

Paris, Aug. 9. A peace is now talked of. We are even 
aflured, that the Jaft propofitions made in the name of England 
by Mr Fitzherbert, Minifter Plenipotentiary from Great Bri- 
rain to Bruffels, who is at Verfuilles with two Englith meffen- 
gers of {tare, are very pleafing to our Court, which has given 
information thereof to the Ambatladors of France and Holland, 
as well as to the Plenipoteatiary of the States of Holland ; and 
that thefe, Minifters, efpecially the two former, have already 
publicly declared, that they no longer doubt that peace is about 
to take place, ;

Accounts were this day received at the Admiralty, that 
Admiral Pigot had failed again{t the ifland of St Kitt’s, and 
that Monrferrat and Nevis had actually fallen into his. poffef- 
fion. St Kitt’s was invelted, and was expected foon to fur- 
render, but had not capitulated when the information was tran{- 
mitted. ‘T'he advices add, that the five hundred men which 
had been placed by the French on Brimftone-hill, after the 
conquett of the ifland, had been fo much reduced by a morta- 
lity that had*infected them, as co leave little apprehenfions for 
much refiftance. The above accounts are not official, fo that 
the whole wants the final fanétion for its authenticity, though it 
is believed at the Admiralty. . 

Advices are received by Government, that the ficet under 
the command of Vice-Admiral Hartfinck, confifting of 18 fail 
of the line, returned to port the 12th inft. and on the 1 3th the 
above number were fafely. moored in the Texel. They ‘have 
been cruizing to the north ‘about 15 days, byt have returned 
without having made one fingle capture of any kind. 

The lait advices from France bring the following informa- 
tion, the truth of which mutt be fincerely and anxioufly wifhed 
for by every perfon of common humanity :—J. Weftcott, Cap- 
tain of a thip, who arrived at Vlie, from Rhode Ifland, on the 
6th inftant, declares, that the Council of War at New York 
have condemned Captain Lippencote tg be delivered up to 
General Wathington, to’be hanged by way of reprifal for the 

unjuit punifhment he caufed to be inflicted on Captain Huddy, 
and that the innocent Captain Afgill, whofe death mult have 
compenfated for- his, if the Council of War had ‘acted unjuftly,. 
is about to bé teleafed from prifon, which occafions general joy 
throughout the American camp, and in that of the Englith. 

It was this day reported at Change, that a cartel with Eng- 
lith prifoners from: Virginia is arrived, and ‘brings an account, . 
that all the French and Americaa troops ia the provinces of 
Penfylvania, Maryland, and Virginia, are marching to the north- 
ward, where immenfe magazines had been formed, under the 
expectation. of a confiderable fleet from: St Domingo, witha 
large body of troops : thefe, with 5000 men from Qld France, 
would form, in the whole, an army of 20,000 foldiers, inelu- 
ding the*Frerich” troops already there; and the Americans 
boaited that they fhould have 15,000 Regulars, and 18,00 
Militia, to join them in the month of Augult, which’mdde them 
very fanguine that New York would be in their poffeffion early 
in Oétober, as they thought it impoflible the Englith garrifon 
could fuftain 2 long fiege from 40,000 foldiers, well provided 
with every neceflary.
